The Profession of Teaching needs neith- 


er eulogy nor apology. 
If I were disposed 


to indulge in either, it would be entirely 
useless, for the profession would remain 
what it always has been and always will 
be—the most important of the professions- 
second to none in dignity and iu its far- 
reaching influence. 


But there aie so many poor jests perpe- 


trated ot its expense, and teachers are so 
frequently the targets at which are aimed 
the arrows of a great deal of exceedingly 
small wit, that I have thought we might, 
as a body of teachers, rind some comfort 
by summing up the advantages of belong- 
ing to this most ancient and highly hon- 
orable profession. 


If any be disposed to smiie at this high- 


sounding claim, I beg leave to remind 
them that the first teaching was done in 
the Garden of Eden, long before lawyers, 
doctors or preachers were ever dreamed of. 
The pupils were Cain and Abel, and the 
teacher was Mother Ere. 
I speak of this 


only to establish our claim to antiquity. 
(I mean, of course, the antiquity of the 
profession, not of the teachers.) 
The facl 


that Mother five taught her children is 
not to be taken as an argument in favor of 
the opinion held by some persons of mod- 
ern times, that mothers should be the in-

and ennobling, which cannot be truthfully 
said nf all mental work. 


Jn reference to our salaries, 1 think wo 


sometimes lose sight of the fact that it ia 
not so much what we earn as what we 
spend which concerns us. 
With our 


workshops and our tools always furnished, 
we are not, after all, so poorly paid, com- 
pared with other workers, 1 hope there 
are no directors present. 


Further : our salaries are sure. 
How 


many in other professions would gladly 
take smaller compensation for their labor, 
if they were but sure of getting it when 
earned. 


In addition to all the foregoing consider- 


ations, we must not overlook the advan- 
tages of being employed for a stated term 
and at a stated salary. At tbe beginning 
of our school terms, it is an immense satis- 
faction to know that our employment for 
the term and our remuneration for our 
work are as certain as anything can be in 
a world of uncertainties. 


And while looking on the bright side of 


our profession, we must not forget the 
Saturday holiday. 
How could we do 


without that? Tine rest is found in a 
change of employment. 
Most of us are as 


busy on Saturdays as on school days ; but 
the work is so entirely different, that it is 
a complete rest. 


When the Apostle Paul visited Athens, 


he found, in various parts of the city, in- 
numerable altars, each dedioated to a par- 
ticular deity ; but he found one erected to 
the Unknown God. 


It seems that the Athenians, fearful 


that, in their ignorance, they had omitted 
soine god or gods, and dreading a visita- 
tion of wrath for their neglect, sought to 
atone for it by erecting this altar to the 
Unknown God. 


This is an age of monuments. 
We 


Superintendents to worry the life out of us. 


Doubtless these reflections will be very 


uninteresting to a large majority ol the 
teachers if they feel as I felt when 1 was 
young ; but I feel quite different now, aud 
it seems to me that teachers who love their 
work here, can find no more congenial 
employment there, than to be the com- 
panions and guides ^{^..ihildren, thera-

no choice in the matter. 
Father Adam 


was go biihy dressing and keeping the gar- 
den, and naming and caring for the ani- 
mals, that, like many of his sons in this 
latter end of the 19th century, he had no 
time to look after his boys, and poor 
Mother Eve had no altei native but to do 
the best she could. This ia one of the nu- 
merous ways in which bet1 mantle has fal- 
len upon many of her daughters. 
I might 


say, incidentally, that, judged from the 
standpoint of morality, this home school 
was a sad failure ; for we have the highest 
authority for the. statement that, some 
years later, one of the pupils murdered the 
other. 


That, the profession of teaching is re- 


spectable goes without saying , but it it 
more than that. It is respected. 
Xever 


was the entrance into a profession so guard- 
ed as is ours. 
We have to work hard for 


our certificates. 
They can't be bought, 


and I really think it is easier to get a li- 
cense to sell whiskey, than to get a teach- 
er's certificate. 


The school law requires ua to be able to 


teach, not only the three R's, but geog- 
raphy, grammar, history and physiology, 
and there are whispers in theair thatsome 
day, perhaps soon, we shall be required to 
teach music, drawing, farming, and possi- 
bly, initiate our pupils into the mysteries 
of military evolutions. The only wonder 
is, as Jane Taylor facetiously says in her 
description of au educated young lady, 
that one head can contain it all. 


Further, the 
law require? us to be 


men and women of good habits. If this 
means anything, it means that teachers 
must not use tobacco or alcoholic bever- 
ages , they must not play cards, or fight, 
or swear, or do any of the things which 


erect them to martyrs — military, and 
every other kind of heroes—religious lead- 
ers—philanthropists— pioneer settlers- 
prominent educators and benefactors of 
our race in general. 
Now, it seems to me 


that the person (it was most probably a 
woman) who conceived the idea of the 
Saturda}* school holiday, deserves a colos- 
sal statue in bronze. As he (or she) w 
not likely to be so honored, tbe least we 
teachers can do, is, to enshrine him (or 


her) 
in our hearts, and each Frida3' even- 


ing, whun we leave our school-rooms-, be- 
stow a loving thought to the memory of 


selves ever receiving" inspiration from the 
great fountain-head of life and love and 
knowledge. 


In Rudyard Kipling's "Seven Seas," be 


gives us a pen-picture of the artist's future 
life. 
With a little change in tbe language 


it will apply equally well to the teacher's 
future life. 
I will close by quoting it as

are considered by the world at large as not 
favorable to morality. If teachere be guil- 
ty of any of these things, how they are 
criticised and censured by their patrons ; 


for, strange to say, some persons who prac- 
tice these things, and who consider danc- 


ing, card-playing and wine-drinking inno- 
cent pastimes, object to them in the teach- 
ers of their children. 


Now, imagine, if you can, what conster- 


nation would seize the young men who as- 
pire to the honor of writing "M. D." after 
their names, if such a test were to be ap- 
plied to them ! What quaking and tremb- 
ling among the would-be lawyers ! How 
their ranks would be decimated ! Verily, 
the sons of Esculapius and the disciples of 
Coke and Blackstone would be few in the 
land. 


Indeed, I am not sure that this test 


would not considerably thin out the ranks 
of the ministry, for—"Tell it not in Gath, 
publish it not iu the streets of Askelon"— 
I have really heard it intimated that there 
are ministers of the Gospel of Jesus Christ 
who not only do not disapprove of, but 
approve and practice some of the thing? 
which the spirit as well as the letter of the 
law pionotince unbecoming in those who 
wish to be teachers in our public schools. 


Having fully established our claim to 


antiquityand congratulated ourselves upon 
our high standard of intelligence and mor- 
ality, let us descend to the minor acces- 
sories of our profession, aud consider 
school-houses and 
furniture, length of 


term, length of day, salary, &c. It is 
ofte.n ssid, and many of us feel that out- 
pay ia out of proportion to the amount of 
our work. I think this is, in the main, 
true, but there are some things to be taken 
into account which considerably diminish 
this discrepancy. 


For instance : A business man, or a pro- 


fessional man, would think himself very 
fortunate if his store or office were provid- 
ed for him free of cost ; and he would 
think himself most exceedingly fortunate 
if he we're at no expense for furniture, re- 
pairs, heating, lighting and a janitor's ser- 
vices. Teachers are not only at no ex- 
pense for these things, but the majority of 
us are absolutely without any care in re- 
gard to them. This is certainly a great 
advantage. 


Again : compare our working day with 


the working day in other avocations. The 
difference is decidedly in favor of the 
teacher. 
Our month is twenty days, one 


week is five days, and one day is from 
five to six hours. 
It is true that many 


work over time, and our schools are in nut 
thoughts much of the time out of school 


close and intimate relationship 
ing, loving, growing minds. 


Our interest ia in the minds 


pupils, irrespective of race, color, or con- 
dition. Tliis interest is about equally di- 
vided between admiration for those whom 
God has richly endowed with mental gifts, 
and compassion for those from whom he 
has just as wisely and as kindly, withheld 
them. 


If our sympathies go out rnore strongly 


to one class than another, it is to those 
whose heredity and environments are 
against them, rather than to those who 
are more highly favored. It is this inter- 
est and sympathy alone, which redeem 
the teacher's work from being the most 
uncongenial drudgery. 


Just here, I will leave the domain of re- 


ality, and for a little while, give tbe rein 
to imagination. 
Surely, no one can blame 


a teacher, who, in the intervals of the all- 
absorbing labor? of the school or class- 
room, occasionally indulges in the con- 
templation of the possibility of a future 
life, in which we shall have the pleasure 
of "work without weariness." 


Ours is tbe only profession in which 


faithful and loving labor is of a nature to

houra, but this i.« true of an earnest work- 
er in any profession. 


Compare, and I speak now principally to 


female teachers, compare the working d.ij 
of a seamstress, a clerk, or any one euj- 
ployed by the day or week, with the ac- 
tual working day of a teacher. 
Working 


from 7 a. ni. to 12 m. and from 1 p. m. to 
6 p. in. for six days in the week, is u hard 
lot compared with working from 8 a. m. 
to 12 m. and from 1 p. m. to 4 p. m. live 
days in the week. 


It may be argued that the teacher's 


work, being largely mental, is more ex- 
hausting, and therefore the actual work- 
ing hours must be shorter. This ia not 
more true of teaching than of och"r pro- 
fessions, with this advantage on oar side, 
(hat our mental labor is, in itself, pleasant 


fit us for work in a future life. 


There is no other occupation which 


could be resumed in the life beyond the 
grave, without rudely shattering all the 
fond hopes we cherish of a better life 
awaiting us when our days of probation 
are ended. 


It is true that our knowledge of the fu- 


ture life is exceedingly limited, and is con- 
fined chiefly to knowing what it is not. 


There will be no need of the healing art 


in that land where "the inhabitants never 
say 'I am sick.' " 


The legal fraternity will be out of place, 


for there will be perfect peace. 


There will be no military paraphernalia 


in a life when "the people learn war no 
more." 


-Even the ministry will be superfluous ; 


for in that 
"home of the soul," no 


"mourners go about the streets;" no 
graves open to receive our loved ones, and 
forever hide them from our mortal eight. 


There will be no need of preaching the 


Gospel; for, will not Faith be swallowed 
up in Sight? 
Will not Hope end in Fru- 


ition ? Will not Love be universal ? 


But while it is the general belief of 


Christians that Heaven is a place of rest, 
it is not thought to b^ the rest of inactivi- 
ty. 
This life is not only probationary but 


preparatory, and the better part of us, 
purified from everything earthly, will con- 
tinue to live and love and grow through- 
out the endless ages of eternity. 


The same is true of the Innumerable 


multitude, who, in infancy or childhood, 
were transferred from au earthly to a 
heavenly home. 


Who could be better fitted (or the com- 


panionship of the little ones in heaven 
than those who mingle with children on 
earth 1 


During and after the battle of Gettys- 


burg I had the inestimable privilege of 
ministering to the brave men who lay 
suffering and dying in tbe Roman Catholic 
church and in my father's house. While 
engaged in this work I frequently met a 
very eccentric old surgeon whom I have 
never forgotten. 
On one occasion he said 


tome: "Are you a sobool teacher ?" I 
told him I was. He replied : "Then you 
will teach school in heaven." 
With the 


thoughtlessness of youth, I said: "And 
what will you do there ? 
If I have to 


teach school in heaven 1 do not wish to go 
there." He seemed shocked at my levity 
and answered very gravely : "I think it 
will be delightful to teach school in heaven. 
Suppose," he continued, "that some of

Origin of Legal-Tender 


"Bills." 


With the political talk of the da, 


again turning largely to greenbacks 
treasury notes, bank notes and other 
forms of paper currency, it is interesting 
to learn just how legal-tender bills were 
invented and why they 
were callec 


•'bills'.' iu the first place. 


From the reign of Henry I down tr. 


the establishment of the Bank of Eng- 
land the legal-tender tokena of England 
were fabricated out of wood. The in- 
strument was called an exchange tally, 
and, by virtue of it, the holder of it was 
entitled to receive from the crown the 
value indicated thereon. It really con- 
sisted of one-half of a tour-aided rod, or 
staff, on which, when in its entire state, 
the sum it purported to represent was 
carved in transverse notches, varying in 
widths for thousands, hundreds, scores, 
pounds', shillings and 
pence. 
These 


signs were for tne unlearned. For the 
advantage of those who could read, the 
sum waa written m ink on the two oppo 
site sides of the staff. 
Finally, with a 


knife and mallet, the staff itself was 
split iu two,- longitudinally. One-halt, 
called the tally or check, was given to 
the person for whose service it was in- 
tended ; the other half, called the count- 
er-tally, was laid up for safe-keeping 
until its corresponding tally should b 
brought in by the last person who ha< 
given value for it. Its intrinsic valu 
was, of course, only that of the wood o 
which it vvai composed, but, by repre. 
sentation, it denoted large surna. 
I 


was a current token of real money, and 
served actually to distribute it from man 
to man by this exchange. 


From this primitive tally was derived 


the exchequer bill, first introduced ii 
1690 
by Mr. Montague, the chancellor o 


the English exchequer. The word "bill1 


was no doubt derived from the ok 
French "bille," which means "a staff.' 
Bank post bills aud bills of exchange in 
our own day come from the name wood 
en base. Soldiers in Kngland are stil 
said to be "billeted," because formerly

The Monstrous Pension Figures. 


We speak of thirty-two years as the 


average life of a generation, meaning 
roughly that the sum of the lives of hu- 
man beings born at the same time, di- 
vided by their number, will be about 
thifty-two years. The average expecta- 
tion of life necessarily decreases with the 
advance of time, and more rapidly in the 
cases of those suffering trom disease, or 
hardship or injury. It is asuikmg fact, 
therefore that the pension rolls of the 
United States have added to them in tbe 
thirty-third year after the close and the 
thirty-seventh vear from the opening of 
the civil war 8 330 names, bringing the 
total np to the amazing number of 
9T6.0H. 


The population of the United States, 


taking the census of 1890, and allowing 
for the average ot increase as in former 
years, is a little under 70,000,000. In 
round numbers, then, 1 in 70 of the 
entire popul-itiou of the country is draw- 
ing a pension from the Treasury. The 
ratio of pensioners to the male popula- 
tion over twenty-one years of age is 
about 1 in 20.

In other 
words, every pensioner receives on the 
average each year $i! each from 70 men, 
women aud children, or $7 each from 20 
male adults. 


If these enormous payments were 


made for good reasons, to compensate 
actual injuries received iu the military 
service nf the Republic, no one would 
complain; but the very enormity of the 
payments shows that this is impossible. 


Let the rolls be published in detail as 


urged by Commissioner Evans. That is 
the first step toward purging them.— 
flew York Times.

School Law to be Enforced. 


Gettysburg's School Board has taken 


action looking to the enforcement of the 
Compulsory School Law, and a trn»nt offi- 
cer will be appointed. A list of truant 
children is being prepared. 
The law pro- 


vides in part as follows : 


"That every parent, guardian or other 


person in this Commonwealth, having con- 
trol or charge of a child or children be- 
tween the ages of eight and sixteen years, 
shall be required to send such child or 
cnildren to a day aohool in which the com- 
mon English branches are taught, and 
such child or children shall attend such 
school continuously during at least seventy 
per centum ot the time in which schools 
m their respective districts shall be in aes- 
sion, which period of compulsory attend- 
ance shall begin at the beginning of the 
school term, or at a time fixed by the 
board of directora or controllers when they 
meet to organize, unless such child or 
children shall be excused from such attend- 
ance by the board of the school diatiict in 
which the parent, guardian or other per- 
son resides, upon the presentation to said 
board of aatisfaotorr evidence showing 
such child or children are prevented from 
attendance upon achool or application to 
study, by mental, physical or other urgent 
reasons : Provided, That this act shall 
not apply to any child between the ages of 
thirteen and sixteen years that is regular- 
ly engaged in any useful employment or 
"

The suspension of the Live 
Stock Board is one more evil consequence 
of tha prolligacy of tbe late Legislature, 
and this fnct should have its weight with 
the voters when the regeneration of the 
Legislature shall be the timely business.

THINGS ABOUT tlVE STOCK. 


UTO Stock Diseases. 


The annual report of the Secretary o 


Agriculture notes some ot the work dow 
by the Department in the handling o 
diseases of live stock. "We quote : 


Destruction of Cuttlo Ticks. 


Probably the most important work 


which the Pathological Division has hac 
in charge has been the experiments 
study of the effect of the different sub 
stances in destroying ticks which spread 
the infection of Texas fever. It has been 
found recently that a petroleum produo 
known as paraffin oil will destroy the 
ticks without greatly irritating the skii 
of the animals to which it is applied. 1 
is thought by dipping the animal twici 
in this oil, with an interval of a few day^ 
all the ticks will be destroyed, and th 
animals, even from the infected district 
may hereafter be shipped with safety t 
any part of the country. IE this hope i 
fulfilled, the dipping of cattle from th 
infected district must soon become gen 
era.1, and will save millions of dollars t 
the southern states and more thoroughly 
protect northern cattle. 


Blaukleg. 


An effort is oeinK made to prevent tli 


losses from the disease known as black 
leg, or symptomatic anthrax, by distrib 
uting to the owners of herds where sue! 
losses occur a vaccine that will produc 
Immunity. Some localities report loss? 
from thi» disease ranging from 8 to 1 
per cent. Heretofore the methods use< 
i n this country required two vaccinations 
with an interval of ten days or more 
The trouble and expense of a doubl 
vaccination, added to the cost of the vac 
cine, has deterred many stock owner 
from adopting this method of preven 
tion. The Pathological Division is ex 
perimenting with a vaccine prepared l> 
a special method which produces sufl 
rient immunity to resist the disease wit 
one vaccination. 


Eradication of Sheep Soab. 


The design of the Department is to ei 


tirely eradicate sheep scab, and ever 
effort will be made to briug this abon! 
The work should be done on the rauc 
and on the farm. In many instance 
sheep owners have undertaken the COD 
plete eradication of this disease and sue 
ceedecl. There is always more or IBM 
opposition when outside interference i 
brought to bear upon private manage 
ment, but the general welfare of th 
sheep owners all over the United Statt 
requires that this disease should be erail 
icated. Intimate relations now exist bo 
tweeu the sbeep-bi eeding grounds an 
sheep-feeding grounds of the northwest 
Sheep are moved in large numbers froi 
went of the Missouri to the grain Held 
east of it. The sheepmaster on tt. 
breeding-grounds can obtain better price 
for his stock by eradicating this disease 
and much loo will be prevented to th 
feeder when he can buy healthy sheep. 


Hog; Cholera ami Tuberculosis. 


Experiments are also being made 


determine the best methods of treating 
and controlling hog cholera and tubercu 
losis. The losses from these diseases are 
extremely 
serious, and every 
effor 


should be made to reduce them. It 
order to accomplish this it is plain tha 
the department must exercise fuller con 
trol over the movement of animals fron 
one part of the country to another anc 
prevent the dissemination of contagioi 
by stock cars in which diseased animah 
have been transported. It is probiibli 
that more legislation should be enacted 
giving the Department greater power ii 
the stock yards that are used for inter 
state shipment, and that more positive 
authority should be granted for compel 
ling the disinfection of cars and stock 
pens. 
Preparing Slu-ej> for "Winter. 


The uroall amount of extra food fed to 


sheep in the fall to put thorn in auch con- 
dition as all breeding sheep should be ii 
to go safely through the winter, should 
not be regretted as a loss, because as tLc 
sheep make the most out of the pasture 
its deficiency must be made up in order 
to give the pasture its greatest value. I 
sometimes happens that only a small 
part of the tlock remain thin, the pasture 
having been sufficient for the best feed- 
ers ; in which case, the thin sheep should 
be separated from the rest and fed this 
extra food where they will not be mo- 
lested. This reduces ths amount of ex- 
tra food required, and produces also a 
better result. Those Hocks that are in- 
tended to be fattened for the spring sale, 
or to be turned at the best opportunity. 
should now have careful attention. The 
warm weather is the time to push them. 
The better their condition becomes in 
moderate fall weather tho less food will 
be required in the cold season. But care 
must be taken not to overfeed those that 
are fat in the warm season, and in such 
cajesuo corn should be given, but their 
condition simply be kept up by a little 
bran, even that given in great modera- 
tion, as any pushing of such is likely to 
develop febrile diseases, which are very 
dangerous. 


Full Feeding from tho First. 


It is conceded by the most successful 


swine breeders that to obtain the most 
profit the pig must be fed to its fullest 
capacity from the time it is dropped un- 
til marketed. The points in favor of full 
feeding and early maturity as noted by a. 
well-known breeder are these: In tho 
young, immature animal, the appetite, 
the digestive and assimilative functions 
are mo»t active, and they grow less and 
leaa so as maturity is reached, the animal 
eating and digesting only an amount 
neoesaary to supply the waste of the body 
and keep up heat and respiration. The 
percentage of waste, while in the young 
and active stage of growth, is much less 
than it is at and after maturity. This 
point is quite important. The food of 
support—that necessary to supply the 
constant waste of the system and keep 
the animal without gain or loss—increas- 
es to » large item at maturity. From 
the beginning to the end there is a eon- 
•Utnt increase in the amount of food re- 
quired to produce a pound of live weight. 


Feeding tho Work Home. 


la feeding the working horse I would 


feed corn and oats, equal parts, either 
ground or whole, and if convenient. 
change from marsh hay to clover. Corn 
meal should not be fed without some 
dilutent. The bran of oats is sufficient, 
says Mural New Yorker, to prevent it 
becoming a pasty mass in the stomach. 
If meal is not mixed with ground oats 
or with bran, it should be fed with 
dampened cut hay or cut sheaf oats. 
With a ration of corn, oats and timothy 
hay or marsh hay, either bran or oil meal 
or sprouts should be added, say six Ibs. 
of bran a day, or, if oil meal, two pounds 
a day, or three to five pounds of sprouts. 
If fed in the ear, corn may be fed three 
times a day, with oats and bran added at 
noon and night with less corn. A good 
day's fend for a 1,200-pound horse is 
fourteen pounds of hay, ten pounds of 
corn meal, stx pounds of oats, and six of 
bran. In place ot bran, cue may use two 
pounds of oil meal. If he feeds clover 
lay, h» does not need either bran or oil 
meal. Corn should never be omitted 
from the ration of a horse at hard work, 
jolt as meat is essential in the food for 
laboring ineu. I once knew a teamster 
haullnB gravel to say that ten ears of 
corn at a feed (thirty ears a day) did not 
keep his bone* up. He was told to quit 
counting corn, and feed with a scoop 
shovel. This he did, and they stopped 
losing derti. This was, of course, in the 
«tT*re*t kind of work, long continued.

Are the Pullets Laying? 


With a season wbere obataclea o£ al- 


tuoat sveiy form Lave been encountered, 
the farmer who has hens, few or many, 
must be locking very earnestly for eg«?9. 
Are the pullets laying V If not, «hat is 
the trouble. If earlv haluhed and now 
Qve months old they should be shelling 
out egija worth two centa each in the 
market. If they fail of their duty some- 
thing is wr^ng and to flud what that is 
and remove i", is the flrst duty of the 
farmer, la it an overfat condition, or a 
tendency to fat forming ? Is it that the 
biids are lousy or the nests filthy 'f Is it 
because of luck eiHier of food or exer- 
cise 'f Assuming that the birds are from 
four and one-half to five months old one 
of these questions will probably touch 
the seat of thedilliculty. Attend to the 
pullets aud they will attend to you. Got 
the machinery for eg<! building into oper- 
ation at the earliest possible moment 
and keep it busy until April. Then the 
year's account will balance itself in a 
fair manner and the secret uf successful 
poultry keeping be solved. 


Look Out

ABE COMMERCIAL FERTIM- 


ZEBS PBOF1TABMJ? 


On thia very important subject a 


writer ID the Practical Farmer mates 
the following suggestions: 


I believe chemical fertilizers can be 


used with profit upon the soil, in a good 
physical condition, in ordinary seasons 
if economically bought aud properly ap- 
plied. To know what ifl needed by the 
soil for the crop to be grown, and to 
what extent it ia deficient, is the all-im- 
portant question. We can best judge 
this by a close study of the soils from our 
Station bulletins, as judged by the ac- 
tions of the fertilizers used. Look over 
different ones from differPtit Stations. 
In a multitude of counsel there ia wis 
dom. In connection with this informs 
tion, I consider it a pood plan to devota 
a little space—even if small—to testing 
these things for ourselves. 
Know by 


testing your own soil whether a complete 
fertilizer is necessary or not. It takc-s 
but a little while to know the results, 
that are of inestimable value to you in 
the future. 
Bulletin experiments, so 


confirmed, can be much more safely car- 
ried iufco practice, These home testa are 
impressive; "a thousand lessons In a 
thousand tongues embrace tbeleasouscf 
experienrie, yet a man may hear tliem 
all and go forth none the wiser." 


In all seasona I find there is nothingeo 


certain as home-made manures. 
The 


land seems to be benefited by it longer 
than when commercial fertilizers are 
used, and any farmer must first see that 
he is not wasting the very things be 
wants, in not properly saving the ma- 
nures around him. Save the hen drop- 
pings ; aave the hog"-pen waste; save the 
cow-Blable cleanings; save the horse 
manure ; in fact, save fertilizers of every 
kind. Save it as you would aave eo much 
nitrogen, phosphoric acid and potash il 
hauled home in bags. Treat it as you 
would treat commercial fertilizers. Keep 
it in the dry and you will find you have 
bought available fertilizers much cheap- 
er than from middlemen with profits 
piled upon profits. Do not forget that 
your last year's corn crop is worth near 
ly as much per ton for fertilizer after be 
ing fed, as it would bring sold as grain 
Bran and clover bay the same, aud witl: 
such a value can you afford to carelessly 
let them wash away, and buy the same 
fertilizer over again. See that after sav 
ing them you get the most good out of 
it. Manure scattered from a manure 
spreader will go much further and do 
more good than wbere scattered from a 
wagon and thrown in pilea. When so 
done it should be spread with a harrow 
With such manure a good crop of clover 
is possible, which means the further fer- 
tility of the soil by trapping the nitrogen 
from the atmosphere, and bringing up 
from the subsoil fertilizer that the roots 
of oiher plants cannot reach. 


Soil on which clover will not thrive can 


be more profitably sown to cow peas or 
some other 
leguminous plants best 


adapted to your locality. Now, after 
having these sources of fertilizers will i 
still pay to use commercial fertilizers, 
too 't 
We have the connecting bulletins 


before us. Some of the applications are 
remunerative; some are not. Where an 
examination and comparison ia made, we 
find that the use of one ot Mm essential 
—potash, for inatauce—cannot be appiiet 
to the growth of the plant unless ths re- 
quired phosphoric acid and nitrogen 
were present and available, and vice 
versa. When they were present in the 
soil in aulRcient quantity the application 
of potash was very profitable. The same 
proves true wheu either of the other ea 
aeutials were used to aupply a deficiency 
the needed fertilizer could be used profit- 
ably. When a complete fertilizur is re- 
quired, the application frequently proves 
very remunerative on garden crops, bu 
for wheat and corn at the prices, the 
conditiona would have to prove favorable 
to pay. The ground would have to be 
well cultivated and in a good physica 
condition to make it remunerative, which 
is very frequently not the case, and right 
here is where the need of a few home 
experiment* come in. So it remains an 
individual question to he solved. I do 
not consider it necessary to give any re 
suits of applications, as I can see too 
frequently around ice. 
Two farmers 


use the same brands of fertilizers in the 
same quantities, with very wide results, 
conclusively proving to my mind that 
the capabilities of th,! man that uses it is 
a very important factor in the success tt) 
be achieved.

ly through with them now, as the 
drought-gave us a very abort crop, but 
as the price baa averaged $1 a bushel, 
they have given a fairly good profit. 
Sinca 1 have learned how to keep sweet 
potatoes through the winter, says a 
writer in Country Gentleman, and have 
prepared a place for them, I find them 
my most profitable crop. 
"We have a 


barn cellar, made rat proof by a cement 
floor and by lining with tin tlie two sides 
of the cellar which have a board parti- 
tion. This partition is made by setting 
up eight-inch studding and boarding 
both sides. This place is grouted with 
cement at the bottom and filled with 
sawdust above. With a cellar made in 
this way and fitted with double doors 
and windows sweet potatoes can be kept 
all winter without fire heat, providing 
you have a large bulk of them, but to 
keep a small quantity (100 or 200 bushelu) 
flre heat will be necessary. The cellar 
should be a dry one, not too deep. We 
enter ours on~the level at one side, and 
it is not more than three feet deep at the 
aeepest part. The potatoes are picked 
up HS fast as dug aud taken at once to 
,he bins in the cellar. We would not 


ike the potatoes in when wet from rain 


„.- a heavy dew, but do not try to cure 
them at all in the sun, as has been re- 
:ommended. We handle them carefully 
so us not to bruise them, and assort as 


•e pick them up. The merchantable 


uaes are put directly into bushel baskets, 
and we drag them on a sled to the cellar 
md empty them carefully, so that they 
will not be biuined. They are put in 
bins about four or five feet wide and tie 
same depth, and we prefer to have two 
or three hundred bushels in a bin. They 
beat aud go through a curing process 
which insures their keeping and improves 
their quality, and all tbat is necessary to 
nsure them to keep through the winter

Selecting and Storing SeeA Corn 


There can be no doubt but tbattbi 


should be done before winter Bets in 
The selection should always be liberal in 
qnanMty so that the farmer can feel tha 
in cassi of failure to gocure a stand fo: 
other reasons tban the fault of the seec 
at planting time, he will not. have to de 
pend on Ilia neighbors or seedmen. I 
has been our custom for years 'oselec 
the seed when gathering tlie crop. We 
have never been able to calculate tba 
the advantage gained in going througl 
the stauding corn before cutting and se 
lecting seed, justified the extra outlay o 
labor. When the corn is gathered before 
frei-zing weather cornea oa, it can havi 
received no injury from having been cu 
and shocked if the cutting wae done 
when the corn was not too pieen, whicl 
is seldom the case. If we did our own 
Junking we would make, uur first aelec 
tiou while huski:ig, tmt aa we do col 
and always have help when hauling, we 
make too nelecLion as tlie loads an 
thrown i'roui the wagon. As the corn i 
<coopcd out wes'and where we can sei 
it all asit tuoibles down on tlit, II jor o 
the wagon box. Much that 13 good o: 
course escapes us, fruf. by going over t 
few loads this wav we net what we want 
We usually select aud store away a 
least twice as njticu aa v.e *xpeet to use 
Fivioi a twenti-ihixe bushel wagon box 
if the corn is of good tiuality, we selec 
about one bushel of ems. Seldom do 
get as uiu^y as a hundred ears from v 
load. As selected we thiow it up into a 
loft above the barn floor, aud there w 
leave it till we want to shell. If we ha< 
the necessary arrangements we wouk 
fire dry befoie storing. 13y the plan de 
scribed we always .'•ecure good seed, thai 
when sprouted shows a failure ot butoni 
to two per cent. 
We thiuk it much bet 


(er to pile it loose on the loft (Ijor tbai 
it would be to store in boxes or barrels 
although this year we may be compelled 
to box to protect it from tha rats. Fo 
years past we have not been troubled 
with rats, although the place of storagi 
la a part of the hay mow. We remera 
ber storing in boxes once, and when w< 
came to use the coin we found nearl; 
the whole of it had been capped by tin 
mice, rendering it worthless. In caaa i 
is put in a bin or buxes, there must be 
sure protection against the vermin and 
at the banje tiuie perfect ventilation 
Corn keeps better on the cob till tune to 
use, 
than in any other way we can h 


it. The worst mistake we ever made 
wilb seed corn was to shell as soon as 
dry enough ami atoie in sacks. After i 
was sacked an effort was made to fin 
dry it, but it proved a failure as results 
at plaining time proved. When the corn 
Is stoifed in a dry place there is no bottti 
protection for the germ than to leave 
the pnain in its place on the cub — JOHJS
